Retlaw in the south 
to Welbeck, which lies on the west 
side of the Bow river and southwest 
of Bassano. The southern end of 
this line is already constructed to 
Suffield on the main line from Cal- 
gary. 2 

The above new linas of railway 
have been added to the programme 
of the C.P.R. to be started and éom- 
pleted as soon as possible. Those 
new lines may be said to be all feed- 
ers to Red Deer and will open up 
country that has not heretofore been 
-ouched by any railroad. Hundreds 
of farmers will be given marketing 
facilities as a result. 

The line from Acme to Red Deer 
is really an extension of the road 
now built from Langdon to Acme. 
This line\will pass through the Cal- 
gary and Strathmore and Nightin- 
gale distnicts, from north tc south, 
and will tap all that country just 
east of this city and which is gener- 
ally included in what is known as 
the country in closest touch with the 
Calgary and Red Deer market. 

The extension of the Lacombe- 
Stettler line will.also open up a 
large tract of country and will give 
homesteaders and farmers the means 
to get their grain to market.

Further Political Trickery 


The political trickery did not end 
with this piece of false play. Octob- 
er 27th, of 1913, an interprovincial 
conference was opened at Ottawa, 
and on this occasion the question of 
natural resources was discussed, not 
only with reference to the prairie 
provinces, but also with reference to 
the claims of the maritime provinc- 
es ; for the question was, and is, a 
large ono, affecting the far east as 
well as the west.:. 

The maritime provinces claimed 
that they, being members of con- 
federation and parties tc the pur- 
chase of the territory received from 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, held a 
proprietory right in the lands thus 
acquired. They pointed out also-that 
Ontario and Quebec had already par- 
ticipated in a division of the sare, 
and that they had not yet realized 
anything from this division; and they 
claimed not only this proprietory 
right in the natural resources now 
held by the Federal Government, but 
as well compensaticr for their inter- 
est in the lands that had been hand- 
ed over to Ontario and Quebec. 

The claim of the prcvinces by the 
sea was and remains indisputable. 
But in the face of their just presen- 
tation,- the western premiers sub- 
mitted a proposition that could not 
be entertained, because it would be 
a subversion of the principle of 
equity among the provinces, the 
moral corner stone upon which 
the Dominion of Canada was estab- 
lished. 

They disregarded the just claim of 
the maritime provinces, and demand- 
ed not only all the natural resources 
lying within the boundaries of the 
western provinces, but in addition 
also the annual grant of money now 
given by the Federal government in 
lieu of these resources. 

To the other members. of the con- 
ference it looked as if this prcopo- 
sition was purposely made to defeat 
its own abject. To others it looked 
like another piece of political trick- 
ery, and a final and desperate move 
of the Liberal party to create a 
large-sized issue for elertion purpos 
es. The issue exists, but it will nev- 
er be graced with a set of ‘white 
plumes.”’ 


A Liberal Objection 


When this unreasonable propo- 
sitiuu, no doubt the handiwork of 
Premiers Scott and Sifton, was 
submitted to the Liberal Premier of 
Nova Scotia, Hon. Geo. Murray, he 
refused to consent to it, and he 
pointed out that the cash grant now 
received by the prairie provinces was 
given as follows: ‘‘A portion for 
general subsidy and- another portion 
specifically in lieu of lands.”’ It was 
therefore, he declared, ‘‘Unreason- 
able for these provinces to ask, in 
view of the great financial diffsculties 
of some of the other pravinces, for 
both lands and the money.’”’ And in 
further discussing the proposition, 
expressed the 
fcllowing conclusions: ‘‘The adop- 
tion of such a proposal by the Fed- 
eral government would be an entire 
disturbance of the financial arrange- 
ment between the various provinces 
and calculated to provoke  wide- 
spread discontent. If in the interest 
of any of the provinces it be deemed 
expedient to make further grants 
from the Dominion treasury for pro- 
vincial purposes, such action should 
only be taken as part of a general 
readjustment of financial agrange- 
ments in which all the provinces 
should have an opportunity to par- 
ticipate.” 

These are strong words from a 
strong and prominent Liberal, but 
they are also the just words of a 
just and patriotic Canadian, one 
who would preserve and continue in 
application the fundamental principle 
of confederation, which is equity 
among the provinces; and Premier 
Murray's pesition remains unassail- 
able. 


Restitution on Fair Terms 


Mr. Borden’s reply to this propo- 
sition was in keeping with his prom 
ise. He had simply pledged himself 
to. the principle of restitution, and 
when this unjust offer was presented 
he could not do other than reaffirm 
his position and qualify it by a 
condition of ‘‘fair terms.” 

It should be remembored that Mr. 
Borden is Premicr of all Canada, 
and that he has a duty to tho cast 
as well as the west, if this Dom- 
inion is to retain its spirit of unity. 
It was in justice to the rest of 
Canada that he could not accept the 
‘exorbitant demand of the western 
Liberal premiers, and in this refusal 
he was endorsed by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier as well as Premier Murray.

The Solution 


The final solution will be found, 
Ino doubt, in arbjtration. But the 
present solution lies wholly in the 
will of the western premiers; and 
since the natural resources have be- 
come a pawn in the political game, 
it will be necessary for the people 
to place at the head of affairs men oi 
broader vision and fairer judgment. 
Then we may hope to have control 
of our vast revenue for the exten- 
sion of education, the advancement 
of agricultural interests, .and the de- 
velopment of public works, all of 
which now express an urgent need. 

We have had too much politics 
and too little statesmanship in our 
provincial government. Because of 
polities, Alberta has been greatly re- 
tarded in development, and forced to 
resort to a veiled system of direct 
taxation to preserve it from bank- 
ruptcy, and the need for a’ change 
in administration is daily becoming 
niore evident. 


The Railway Burden 


Stripped on the one hand of the 
strength of our material wealth, ‘we 
are on the other hand burdened 
through incompetency and misman- 
agement in the matter of railways, 
for the chief cause of our difficulties 
and financial embarassment has been 
the outrageous railway politics. I 
would not care to say policy of the 
Liberal administration in this prov- 
ince. Because of this we have great- 
ly increased our direct liability, and 
we have, through guarantees, indi- 
rectly obligated the province in the 
amount of $63,000,000, which is 
rather swift work .for a province 
that has been in existence only nine 
years. 


The Announcement of 1909. 


On February 25th, 1909, the Lib- 
eral party officially announced that 
Calgary was to become the hub of 
a system of railway branches that 
would “gridiron” the south of the 
province under a policy of govern- 
ment guarantee. Also resolutions 
vere passed guaranteeing four lines 
into Calgary, in all a total of 1761 
miles, in the sum of $25,343,000,and 
it was jubilantly declared that the 
mileage to be completed’ that year, 
1909, was 175 miles. Possibly this 
was a vote-catcher ; if so, it was not 
effective, for the pcople of Calgary 
had had their lesson in the promise 
of the University, and would not 
accept with confidence any statement 
of the government. 

Tt is almost needless tu say + that 
there was nothing to this pronounce- 
ment. Five years have passed, and 
there is not even one mile of guar- 
anteed railway in operation south of 
the city of Calgary, and in this year 
of grace 1914 but two of the ‘guar- 
anteed roads have managed to 
struggle into Calgary. But the pol- 
icy of the government guarantees 
still flourishes as a ;yuick-action meth- 
od of increasing our indirect liabil- 
ity. 


Some Examples 


The Grand Trunk Pacific, an in- 
crease of $2,000.00 per mile; the C. 
N. branches, a like increase; the 
Canada Central, a guarantee of 
$20,000.00 per mile for 100 miles; 
and the B. D. & B. C., as well as the 
A. & G. W., 700 miles in all, at 
$20,000.00 per mile. But the most 
flagrant abuso of the principle of 
guarantecing railroads was that of 
the Brazeau, a line completed and 
steel laid, with the exception of 24 
miles. This guarantee covered the 
entire length of 115 miles at $25,000 
per mile, the highest guarantee every 
given by the province. 

When the chartor for this road was 
granted, it was pointed out that it 
was a private line for the benefit of 
the Brazeau coal fields, and that no 
application for a guarantee would be 
forthcoming. But in spite of this 
well known fact, Mr. Sifton rail- 
roaded the matter through — the 
House, and gave to us the first in- 
stance of guaranteeing a completed

railroad 350 miles into the north 
country. An existing Dominion char- 
ter was purchased for $6,500 by W. 
R. Clarke of Kansas City, Feb. 25th, 
1909, the Legislature passed an Act 
to incorporate a company for the pur- 
pose, and Mr. Clarke abandoned his 
Dominion charter and accepted the 
Being apparently 
without sufficient means for the un- 
dertaking, the terms of the provin- 
cial-charter allowed him to begin 
business on a subscribed capital of 
$50,000, and in ‘addition ‘allowed the 
ccmpany to issue bonds for $40,000 
a.mile, which were guaranteed in half 
this amount, with $400,000 for Ed- 
monton terminals, a total guarantee 
of $7,400,000 ; and the bonds were 
to bear interest at five per cent. 
payable half yearly. Complications 
arose over this arrangement, and the 
Hcn. Mr. Rutherford retired from 
the premiership. Mr. Sifton, who 
resigned from the judicial bench, 
was called upon to assure the reins 
of power, and he was acclaimed the 
saver of the province from 4 most 
difficult situation. . 

Mr. Sifton promised a_ resolution, 
and declared that he would ‘“‘stand 
or fall’? -by the same. There is no 
material difficulty, beyond solution. 
so long as there is .somebody who 
can be persuaded to pay the price. 
The new premier was fortunate in 
particular, as may he seen 
from the votes and proceedings of the 
House. : : 

A bungled drama then began. The 
fitst act was played when the gov- 
ernment passed a bill to confiscate 
the money and cancel the contract. 
The second act was played in Lon- 
don, when the highest legal author- 
ity"in the realm declared that this 
confiscation was ultra vires and 
could not be allowed. The third 
act was performed in- Edmonton at. 
the last session of the Legislature, 
when the whole works ‘lock, stock 
and barrel,”’ were turned over tc J. 
D. McArthur, a Liberal contractor 
and a friend of the Sifton machine. 

This so-called soluticn was made 
possible by a complacent government 
majority more interested in a stand- 
pat. power than in protecting the 
interests of the taxpayers of this 
province. 


The Basis of the Solution 


The basis of this solution was an 
indefinite letter, unsclicited by the 
Legislature, and presented to the 
House by Ms. Sifton. This letter 
was addressed on behalf of J. D. 
McArthur and his associates, but the 
associates were not named, and 
whilst Mr. Sifton admitted that he 
did not know the personnel of the 
“associates,’’ he declared to the 
House that ‘“‘They are those associ- 
ated with him in the B.D. & B.C. 
railroad and none others.” And in 
the same connection he stated, 
“When this bill passes, J. D. Me 
Arthur and his associates will he 
all the company there will be.’’ The 
qtestion arises, where docs W. R. 
Clarke figure? On this the govern- 
ment. remained silent. And inscmuch 
as no legislation was enacted for 
his elimination, the logical deduc- 
tion is, there was some secret ar- 
rangement through J. D. McArthur 
and his associates for such elimina- 
tion. His boast in the American 
Press that he had received $2,000,000 
may have abundant foundation ir. 
fact. As in every other case, even- 
tually the taxpayer must foot the 
bill of expense, and we can only 
look to a future administration to 
tell us what has been done with our 
money. 

There was the same secrecy regard- 
ing the outstanding claims against 
the A. & G. W. Ry. Cc. amounting to 
several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Mr. Sifton declared - that 
provision had been made for the 
settlement of these claims, but he 
could not, or would not, tell the 
legislaturo how or by whom. Tt is 
quite evident that Mr. MeArthur is 
not in the railroad business for the 
sake of his health, and it is just as 
evident that the Alberta taxpayer 
must also bear this burden. 


Opposition Amendments

and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triuts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate ‘fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

public debt has’increased at the 
‘enormous ‘rate of about $4,500,000 a 
yéar, making the presont direct lHa- 
bility under the borrcwing powers 
of _the province 
$23,000,000, with an indirect liabili- 
ty of about $63,000,000. I have used 
the word approximately with care, 
and as~being within the. limits of 
our possible obligations to date, in- 
asmuch as .all the facts cannot be 
gleaned, either from the public ac- 
counts or the. answers to ‘questions 
recorded in the votes and proceedings 
of the legislature. 


What Would You Have ? 


In conclusion, there is the ques- 
tion, what would you have? The 
continuance of Liberal rule, with its 
pronounced incompetency and mis- 
management of our affairs or a wise, 
economic and beneficient government? 
Would you have a Liberal-Conserva- 
tive government, under the leader- 
ship ‘of Mr. Michener, a man of un- 
doubted ability and unimpeachable 
character, or the restraint of devel- 
opment in this province with a di- 
rect and increased taxation? Would 
you have a cautious, vigorous and 
progressive administration for the 
future expansicn of the various class- 
es and their interests in this great 
country, or as now, the application 
of a policy of administration that is 
without a definite ideal since it is 
based upon the doctrine of expe- 
diency? It is for you, the electors 
after all, the initial and supreme 
power, to choose at the next election. 
Choice is destiny, and it is your duty 
in the meantime to study the welfare 
of the province that you may 
{choose the best. 


MA. MICHENER SPEAKS 


Mr. Michener on rising to speak, 
said: I am sure we have listened 
with a great deal of interest to the 
eloquent discussion of political ques- 
tions by Mr. Hillocks, member for 
North Calgary. When I am called 
away from home to give political 
speeches I try to measure up to the 
question in the briefest sense to a 
discussion of provincial and national 
questions, Mr. Hillocks tonight. -has 
given-us a very comprehensive and 
faithful discussion of pclitical ques- 
tions. I am going to content myself 
to just a very few remarks of more 
or less local character. 

Before I begin I wish to express 
my pleasure that there are so many 
present on this. occasion. I would 
like to have seen more of my Liberal 
friends present tonight, as I feel 
that when the election is over ard I 
am elected by majority as represen- 
tative of the constituency cf Red 
Deer that I am the representative of 
all the people for the Red Deer rid- 
ing for the next term, irrespective 
of party. For that reason I would 
like to have seen more of our Liber- 
al friends here. But we are glad 
that there are some here tonight, 
and I think you will find, if you 
have or your beliefis in public mat: 
ters, whether it be Liberalism  or}j 
Socialism, you will find me ready at 
all times to listen to ycu. But Jam 
glad that there are not only Con- 
servatives and Liberals, but Social- 
ists, as well as ladies, and if there 
are suffragettes present. we are also 
glad to have them with us. I have 
no quarrel, Mr. Chairman, with 
them, as long as they are not of the 
militant kind. 

While coming in this” evening I 
was delayed with some questions 
about the post office. Doubtless all 
of you would like to hear something 
about it. That is a matter of pub- 
lic interest to us all, and I think 
that we, as citizens of Red Deer; and 
as electors of the Red Deer riding, 
are particularly, interested in the 
welfare of our community, irrespec- 
tive of party, and hat nen it com- 
es down to the real interest of the 
district, am: glad we are ready to 
put a broad consideration upon any- 
thing that may be thought partisan, 
and work together in harmony for 
the best interests of the district. 
Now with respect to the post office, 
there has been considerable delay, I 
grant you,—more delay than I had 
hoped to begin with,—but on account 
of there beige two departments in- 
terested in the post office building, 
there has been delay in arriving at 
an understanding between the two 
differont departments as to what 
their requirements would be, and be: 
ing so far distant from Ottawa, 
it has taken considerable time in 
arranging matters of detail where 
there are so many matters of inter- 
est at stake. After considerable cor- 
respondence and delays, we have 
something definite to announce to 
you tonight, which T am sure you 
will all bo glad to hear. I have 
here a letter from Mr. Ewart, tho 
chief architect at Ottawa, to Mr. 
Sharman, in which ho says:

In addition to that I have a letter 
which was just received today frcm. 
the Minister of Public. Works, Hior. 
Rogers, in which he says: 


“Dear Mr. Michener —I have _ yours 
of the 4th instant re. the contract 
for the Red Deer: post office, and 
from enquiries which-I have made, 
I understand that the plans have 
net yet been completed “by Mr. 
Sharman. As soon as they are re- 
ceived there will be no further delay. 
; Yours sincerely, 
(Sed) R. ROGERS, 
Minister of Public Works.’’ 


I may tell you that the plans ‘afe 
being forwarded tomorrow complet- 
ed, and ready for the specifications 
‘to be printed by the King’s Printer, 
which will take probably two or 
three ‘weeks, and then tenders will 
be called, and the building proceeded 
with at the earliest possible date. 


Another matter of local interest, 
Mr. Chairman, is that of railways. 
We have had considerable delay with 
respect to the railways in connection 
with out city. Now with respect to 
the Canadian Northern Railway ‘‘S-”- 
line from Calgary to South Edmon- 
ton, through Red Deer, the company 
have recently had financial difficul- 
ties, as you all krfow, but Mr. Mac- 
leod,. the gencral manager, as_ well 
as Sir William Mackenzie, whom I 
met in Ottawa in January, both as- 
sured me that they were anxicus. to 
get connected up with Red Deer, and 
just as soon as it was possible they 
would connect their line. I have a 
letter from Mr. Macleod in which he 
states that he has not as yet receiv- 
ed instructions for the ceason’s work, 
but he expects any day to. receive 
those instructions, and he _ believes 
that the work of this season will in- 
clude that of the Brazeau line con- 
nection to Red Deer. With regard to 
the eastern section of the A.C.R., he 
had received a letter from Mr. Bury 
stating that owing to the famine in 
steel rails it was possible: that the 
line would rot be built this season, 
but that it would be built as soon 
as material could be procured. 

Mr. Chairman, the disappointmentt 
in connection with railway develop- 
mient are only a matter of delay, 
and we need not have any fear fou 
the future of our splendid city, situ- 
ated as it‘is on the Red Deer river, 
equally distant from two of the 
largest centres of the province, and 
with fine transportation systems 
both to the east amd west, there is 
not a doubt in my mind as to the 
future development of Red Deer. 
When we consider that with a popu- 
lation of less than half a million in 
the province. today, we have reached 
tha development in Red Deer that we 
have, and with every prospect of 
more rapid railway development in 
the future, and with the filling up of 
the country which can handsomely 
support many millions of population, 
having the strategical position which 
we have, there should be no doubt 
as to the prospects of our city. 
And I am bound to say that I be- 
lieve that in the end it is better for 
us that we go slowly and surely and 
permanently in our growth, than if 
we had made too active strides. 


To show you that the C.P.R. is a 
friend of the city of Red Deer, today 
one of the officials of the C.P.R. in- 
terviewed our firm and stated that 
they proposed to bring on tomor- 
row’s train a gentleman representing 
a wealthy company of wholesale 
grocers from the other side, who 
wish to locate a wholesale grocery 
establishment in a central position 
in the province, and it is altogether 
likely that this firm will locate in 
Red Deer. Now, Mr. Chairman, I 
only speak of this to show you that 
our time is coming, and although 
Calgary and Edmonton have surpas- 
sed us in the past, yet as far as Red 
Deer is concerned, her future is as- 
sured. The worst stage of the finan- 
cial depression is over, and I look 
forward with confidence to the more 
rapid and permanent growth of the 
most central city of the whole prov- 
ince, 

Since addressing you before we 
have had a general provincial clec- 
tion. I wish to say just one or two 
words regarding it. At that tire 
some of our party were optimistic 
that we would be able to defeat the 
government. When; Mr. Chairman, 
we stop to think of what we had to 
go up against at the last provincial 
election it is a marvel to me, and it 
is amazing to me that there is a 
single one of our party left on the 
floor of the house to tell the tale. 
The upstart was with the redistri- 
bution bi!l in favor of the party in 
power, witioh was launched upon us 
24 days before the clection, without 
giving our party any chance to prop- 
erly organize, or to got candidates 
in the field, and it was known to 
them for months where these boun- 
dary lines would be. In other’ words 
is this respect they caught us nap- 
ping. The redistribution of thé 
province was unfair, unequal and 
disgraceful. During the last cléction 
every department of the government 

at Edmonton was working overtime 
in the interosts of their owm party. 
Officials of the different departments 
were sent out all over the province 
to hold meetings and work in the 
interests of tho party. Tako the 
Public Works Dopartment for ox- 
ample. In our own constituency of 

Red Deer, wo find that the whole

the last electior. 

Not only the Public Works depart- 
ment, -but.:‘the Department of Tele- 
phones is probably most flagrant-for 
political ends. Now my conviction is 
that a government when an election 
is over should be just like a member 
when the. election is over, and do 
business on strictly business  prin- 
ciples. Especially in a province such 
as this,.they should govern the 
country.on business principles and 
put as little politics and partisan- 
ship in ‘the administration as pos- 
sible. We: find that there were some 
125,000 telephcne poles distributed 
throughout the province just on the 
eve of the last election. Everywhere 
there were annourcements calling for 
tenders for the delivering of these 
poles allover the country. Many of 
the poles distributed before the bye- 
elections three or four years ago are 
still lying on the ground rotting, and 
according to the rate the poles were 
erected last’ year by the department 
it will take the government five 
years to erect the poles already on 
the ground. It is said or gooh auth- 
ority that the government expended 
such a large amount of money on 
telephone poles in-the last election 
that they.have mot sufficient funds 
available now to erect same. 


License Department 


You all know that this Department 
is very bad. Only the other day 
when I was in Edmonton I was talk 
ing with one of the Liberal members 
of the House, and he said, ‘‘You 
know,Mr. Michener, things are kind 
of in a bad way with our party. At 
the first session we did not get wise, 
ard- have a good deal of faith in our 
party and government, so we vote 
with them, but aS far as Lam con- 
cerned I am going to be more inde- 
pendent.”’ There is the greatest 
system of graft-:in the License De- 
partment as is known. Handsome 
sums of money have to be put up to 
secure a license from the officials of 
the Attformey-Gencral’s department, 
in order to create furds without the 
knowledge of the head of that de- 
partment. We know that the hotel- 
men of the province are held up 
when they want to get a license, 
and were compelled to pay large 
sums vo the electior. fund during the 
last election, and it is not- denied 
that over $30,000 was contributed by 
the hotelkeepers to swell the cam- 
paign funds. $250,000 was given to 
the Liberal party by the Mackenzie & 
Mann interests, and it was not 
denied. 

When you roalize that the last 
election was called at the very short- 
est possible date, and the Govern- 
ment with all their money, and when 
we seven members of the House were 
up against the army of Liberal work- 
ers they had in this whole province, 
do you wonder that there was’ one 
of us left to tell the tale. Howéver,; 
I think it is encouraging. to rote 
that in all the large centres of popu- 
lation we elected mast of our candi- 
dates. In Medicine Hat our candidate 
defeated the Minister of Public 
Works, where there was the most 
corrupt election that was ever held 
in the province of Alberta, probably 
second only to that which was held 
in the city of Edmonton by the At- 
torney-General of this province. We 
not only carried our own riding, hav- 
ing had only afew days in my own 
constituency, fcr which I have to 
thank my friends and supporters, but 
in Edmonton we were successful in 
carrying two seats out of the three. 
In Wainwright ard in Lloydminster 
we also won out. We won 18 seats 
in addition tc one or two more, which 
we really won, but were cheated 
out of. In Clearwater constituency 
the election was very unfair. There 
were 39 votes cast fcr the Conserva- 
tive candidate and 40 for the Liber- 
al, but there were six tied up bal- 
lots. For these ballots we have af*- 
davits from those who swore them 
in that. the votes were all for our 
candidate, Mr. Williamson-Taylor. 
But the returning officer for Clear- 
water refused to count those ballots 
which were tied up, and declared 
the Liberal candidate elected, after 
which the returning officer left for 
parts unknown. Seventy-five of the 
electors of the Clearwater constitu- 
ency sent down a petition to the 
government while in séssion last fall, 
and demanded that the popular vote 
should rule, and that the Conserva- 
tive candidate should be allowed his 
seat, but the government insisted 
that Mr. McKenny, the Liberal men+ 
ber, retain his seat. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, just a_ brief 
review of the last session. This is 
the annual mecting, and as was stat- 
ed I just wish to mention a fow things 
which took place during last session, 
While I have been discussing the 
bad features of the present govern- 
ment,,I do not wish to infer that 
there 1s not commendable legislation 

passed. In many respects they aro 
foie what they can in the intorests 
ofthe provinco. But when a gov- 
ernment has to resort to such cor- 
rupt methods as I have mentioned 
before, when they have to resort to 
machine politics, which always means 
corrupt politics, it is not in the in- 
terests of the people of this country. 
If the government of this province is 
not founded on good lines, then it is 
time that all lovers of true represen- 
tative government, all lovers of hon- 
est governmont, irrespective of par- 
ty, should cast their votes in what 


they believe to be jin the interests of 
their: country.“ 

“Mr, Hillocks has relarred’: to. the 
school grants.’ There were a number 
of, taxation ‘bills: passed during the 
last session of Parliament, and “one 
was’ the reduction’ of the school 
grants, which affects. especially ‘the 
towns dnd. cities,’ In ‘the city of Red 
Deer the difference will’ be abcut 
$1,800.00 less than last year. In the 
rural ‘districts the reductions / will 
notbe as much: Now if there is 
anything that we all agree upon, 
irrespective of party, it is our edu- 
cational system, and any attempt to 
reduce its efficiency by reducing the 


grants-must naturally affect our 


boys and girls. - 

Then in respect tc loan companies, 
a tax was put upon the loan con- 
panies operating with this province 
of one per cent. of their interest nev- 
enue. It is said the Liberal Govern- 
ment of Alberta are legislating ir 
the interests of the people by plac- 
ing a tax on the revenue of all loan 
companies. Let us take for example 
a farmer that is borrowing $1,000 
for five years 6n his farm. His in- 
terest is.8 per cent. if he doesn’t 
live too far away from lines of trans- 
portation, but all of the loan com- 
panies as soon as they learned of this 
tax notified their different agents 
that they must charge 1 per cent. 
more, some of them one-half per 
cent. more—‘‘you must charge the 
farmers one-half per cent. more for 
their money, for we must pay the 
government 1 per cert. It works 
out that the loan companies receive 
one-half per cent. to 1 per cent. more 
on their loans, and they pay the gov- 
ernment their 1 per cent. tax on the 
interest revenue only. 


The government decided last fall 
that they must have money, so they 
made a change in the Liquor License 
Act. The act was amended as to the 
power of municipalities to appoint 
inspectors, a right which they en- 
joyed under the original act, but was 
taken away by the amendment. The 
act was also amended as to fees, 


the fees payable to. the Government 


being practically double, and _ the 
right of the municipality to collect 
the license fees being taken away 
irom them. It results in the fact 
that the municipalities must pro- 
vide all police protection and with- 
out any power to collect the tax 
from any hotel in this province. This 
change affects seriously all the cities, 
towns and villages in the province. 
It is wrong that the cities and towns 
that provide police protection should 
have to hand over to the Govern- 
ment all the fines and prcsecutions, 
also the fees from the hotelkeepers. 

Mr. Michener also spoke about the 
hospital grants which were reduced 
two sessions ago. It makes.a difler- 
ence to the Red Deer Hospital of 
about $1,000.00 per year. 


The Unearned . 
Increment Tax 


Mr. Michener explained this in Urief, 
saying that the bill was brought in 
and enacted without any notice being 
given to the public, without ary 
statute upon which it is based being 
furnished to the house, and without 
any other reascn than to _ relieve 
the government in its financial em- 
barrassmert. Anyone selling a piece 
of property must pay 5 per cent. on 
profit to the registrar at the time 
the property is registered. It ° will 
no doubt have the effect ‘of hindering 
the investment of foreign capital in 
this province. It is said on good 
authority that millions of British 
capital has been turned away from 
the province of Alberta to other 
provinces on account of this increm- 
ent. tax. It is a Lloyd-George tax, 
which is the cause of so many people 
of Great Britain sending their mon- 
ey to this country for investment. 
British people are against this tax, 
and consequently are rot going to 
put their money into Alberta. 


Brazeau 


Mr. Michener explained about the 
Brazeau line of the C.N.R., how it 
was completed for 115 miles, and 
then guaranteed by the Sifton Gov- 
ernment for $25,000 per mile. This 
was the first instance of guarantee- 
ing a completed railway in the prov- 
rince of Alberta. At the time the 
company received its charter it was 
distinctly pointed out to the com- 
mitte on railways, when this appli- 
cation was made, that this was a 
private line for the benefit of the 
Brazeau Coal Fields, which are own- 
ed by C.N.R. interests, and various 
other corporations, and that they 
would not apply to the government 
for a guarantee. But they did apply 
for a guarantee, and Mr. Sifton’s 
argument was that it was necessary 
that this guarantee go through in 
order the C.N.R. might raise mon- 
ey to complete their lines in the 
south. NN 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, 
IT am not going to detain you any 
further tonight. 
many cther questions whieh I would 
like to explain of a local character 
in regard to the legislation of last 
session, but I am not going to im- 
pose upon your good nature. Mr. 
Tillocks has given us a good address 
in his discussion of provincial and 
federal questions. One thing I would 
like to see very much, and that is a 
government possessed with a sense 
of responsibility to fhe great obli- 
gations which are placed upon it by 
the people of this province, to be 
possessed of a feeling of responsibility 
to the people, and a government 
built upon a true and solid foun- 
dation. 

The mecting closed with 
the King and the speakers of 
evening.

’ BLACK CAT FUR 


Bold as Black Fox: by Some Cheap 
Fur Dealers 


The numerous disappearances of 
black cats in Great Britain reported 
to the police, have moved the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals to activity in the direction 
of protecting the pussies. It appears 
that the black cat is stolen for its 
fur, which is particularly valuable just 
now. The hunt seems to be very 
keen, as pussy vanishes from the 
doorstep in the daytime and never re- 
appears. A firm in London, England, 
who have a large general fur business 
stated that there was a great demand 
for the fur of black cats, especially 
‘of the glossy well-fed type. The fur 
was extensively sold as “black fox” 
by the cheaper fur dealers, The sight 
of a large, sleek black cat sunning 
itself within reach on a window sill 
is one to arouse the worst instincts 
of any fur cegler. Cats, said this 
dealer, would never displace rabbits 
as universal providers of the raw 
material for cheap, imitation furs, but 
no black cat was safe whilst black 
fox continued to be fashionable.

CURE FOR SEASICKNESS 


important Discovery Is Attributed to 
Dr. Fischer 

- Dr. Jospeh Fischer, the well known 
heart specialist of Nauheim, in a 
Munich medical weekly claims to have 
discovered method whereby ocean 
voyages will lose their horrors, Ac- 
cording to his reports as the result 
of extensive experiments with sea sick 
passengers he found that an injection 
of atropin completely cured the worst 
cases. During a trip to New York 
Dr. Fischer made experiments on the 
way across the ocean to endeavor if 
possible to determine what sea sick- 
ness is and what causes it. He foun 
that an injection of physostigmina 
produced the exact clinical symptoms 
of sea sickness, and -that this was 
caused by an irritation of the vagus 
nerve. He then discovered that an in- 
Jection of atropin paralyzed this arti- 
ficial mal de mer. He immediately 
began experimenting with atropin in 
Teal sea sickness, with excellent re- 
sults in the wost cases. Dr. Fischer 
says atropin is not dangerous, and has 
no ill-effects. 


DUNCAN McDONALD 

Vice-President of the ‘United Mine 
Workers of America. This promin- 
ent labor leader is a bellever in 
peace, and in support of his belief 
he advocates an understanding be- 
tween the wage earners of all na- 
tions to declare a general strike 
and paralyze all industry if called 
upon to go to war. 


New Use For Telephones 

The telephone is being put to many 
uses as a labor-saver and an emer- 
gency aid. In the cost keeping sys. 
tems in many factories the workmen 
do not keep their own time records, 
but telephone to the bookkeeper when- 
ever they start or finish a job, so that 
he can make the entry. Automatio 
telephone temperature-recorders are 
used in orchards to save fruit from 
frost; when the temperature falls the 
central operator is notified, so that she 
can arouse the-farm hands and sen§ 
them out with smudge pots.

UNFAIR TO MUNICIPALITIES. 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 

The mayors of thirty-eight cities 
and towns in the province have been 
in convention in the city for the 
purpose of protesting against - the 
recent amendments to the license 
law which prevent the municipal 
license fees 
from hotels and liguor stores.,. They 
base their demand for the restora- 
tion of this privilege upon the fact 
that the liquor business _materially 
increases the cost of maintaining the 
police of a city or town, and argue 
quite reasonably that the contribut- 
ing cause should bear a part, or all, 
of the expense it now imposes upon 
the ratepayers. The argument is 
unanswerable. But this is not the 
oniy ccnsideration, nor the most 
vital one, upon which the claim can 
be supported. As the civic authori- 
ties are deprived of the power to 
license the sale of liquor, they are 
prevented regulating the conduct of 
selling places. This power is now 
vested completely in the liquor 
license branch of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. Practically all the police 
force of a city can do to mitigate 
the results of the business is to pick 
up the ‘‘drunks’” who stagger along 
the streets, and it is a moot ques- 
tion whether they can legally do 
this unless the ‘“‘drunk’’ is also 
“disorderly.””. The municipal author- 
ities have no power to inspect the 
premises where liquor is sold; to 
investigate whether selling is done 
during prohibited hours, or to men 
in an intoxicated ‘condition, or 
whether in other respects these es- 
tablishments are conducted in accord 
with the restrictions imposed for’ the 
defence of socicty. This authonity 
now rests altogether in the hands of 
the officials of the liquor license de- 
partment of the government, and to 
them the public have to look for the 
enforcement of the law regardirg the 
disposal of liquor. Inasmuch as_ it 
is to the local pclice force that the 
people. of the community have to 
look for protection from those who 
have over-indulged, and as the re- 
sponsibility rests upon the munici- 
pality of taking care of those whose 
over-indulgence leaves them helpless 
on the streets, the municipality 
should have corresponding power to 
protect its people and its interests 
by inspection of liquor-selling places 
and the enforcement of the regula- 
tions. 


PLOT WAS CRIMINAL, 
SAYS THE TIMES. 


Under the caption ‘‘Pot and Plot- 
ters, Why the Cabinet’s Plan Fail- 
ed,’’ the military correspondent of 
the London Times reviews the scheme 
to intimidate Ulster. He says: 

“Sir John Simon, the Attorney- 
General, lifted a corner of the veil 
by his confession at Blackburn on 
He admitted that he 
has been_selected by the Prime Min- 
ister to be a member of a small 
committee of the Cabinet which 
discussed at the War Office the plan 
of operations—or, as he ecuphemis- 
tically termed it, the ‘“arrange- 
ments’’—against Ulster, and jby this 
admission he demonstrated conclus- 
ively that the Cabinet were privy 
to the assembly, and therefore liar 
ble for the consequences of this coun- 
cil of war. 

The names of the other Ministers 
at this secret conclave will doubtless 
he demanded in the House of Com- 
mons. They are rumoured, rightly or 
wrongly, to have been Mr, Churchill, 


Colonel Seely and Mr. Birrell. The 
plan of campaign, which Sir John 


Simon elegantly defined as ‘‘a _ per- 


fectly reasonable and necessary  pre- 
eaution,’’ was one which had the 
unfortunate appearance of having 


been deliberately designed to provoke 
opposition in Ulster. That it 
expected to encounter resistance has 
been admitted by Colonel Seely, and 
is indeed proved by the extensive 
preparations which were 
support it. This resistance the coun- 
cil of war prepared to crush by the 
combined exertions of the army and 
the navy, the first including all the 
available troops in Ireland, and the 
second comprising warships of vari- 
types with field artillery for 
landing parties.” 

The Times discussing, editorially, 
the proposed coup d’etat against Ul- 
ster and its miscarriage on account 
of the refusal of the army oflicers to 
play the part assigned to them, says 
in part: 

The country learned with 
amazement that even the supposed 
general wishes of the Cabinet can 
row be over-ridden from within. A 
few infuriated and overwrought 
Ministers have very nearly plunged

the Kingdom into a more deadly 
strife than the conflicts of — the 


Cromwellian wars, and they only 
fuiled throughthe bungling of their 
instruments. Thisisthe misdemeanor 
for which not one party alone, but 
all that great leaven of moderate 
and sensible men who help to mould 
British opinion in great emergencies, 


now demand | a reckoning. - “Tho -in- 
criminated Ministens have tried to 
divert attention by raising the cry 
of ’The' Army Against the People!’’ 
It. will-not ‘do. ‘Thoy' forget ono fac- 
tor’ which is of paramount- impor- 
tance’ at-such ‘moments as _ those. 
They. forget. the: traditional and _his- 
toric sanity of ‘the masses of their 
own countrymen, though they will 
be reminded of it very soon. _ The 
Ministry are on their trial; not in 
Parliament alone, but still: more at 
the bar of public opinion. They stand 
charged with preparing’ to drive Ul- 
ster into civil war, while pretending 
to offer concessions which they knew 
to be unworkable. The time has 
come when, as one of the arch plot- 
ters would. say, we must “‘put these 
grave matters to-the proof.” 

Sir John Simon. and others direct- 
ly concerned havo tried to evade the 
issue by angrily protesting that 
they never contemplated ‘a, massacre. 
Acquittal is asked on the ground 
that they did not really plan a 
second St. Barthalomew’s Day. We 
shall notlet Sir John Simon run 
away like that. No responsible per- 
son has suggested that he ard his 
associates deliberately endeavored to 
bring about a wholesale slaughter of 
Ulstermen. Had they done so, ° the 
nation would have hurled them from 
office before today. What they did 
was to plan a concentration of arm- 
ed strength in and around Ulster 
sufficiently powerful in their belief, 
to cow the Ulstermen into submis- 
sion. The army in Ireland—horse, 
foot and artillery—was to be the 
initial instrument of their purpose. 
Battleships, conveniently provided 
with field guns, were to be stationed 
at Lamlash, within easy reach not 
only of Belfast Lough but also of 
Lough Swilly, whence landing parties 
could quickly be sent to the danger 
point at Londonderry. On the com- 
pletion of these sinister arrange- 
ments, Parliament “would this wee 
have been invited to pay renewed 
attention to the Home Rule Bill un- 
der greatly altered conditions. The 
plot was criminal, because, whatever 
its original intentions may have 
been, it was hound, when completely 
carried out, to produce an outbreak 
in Ulster in a very few days. We'are 
quite ready to believe that the better 
elements in the Cabinet never fully 
realized what was in hand, but their 
ignorance will not relieve them from 
the solemn charge of having taken 
steps which must assuredly shave 
precipitated war. The essence of 
their scheme was thoir belief that 
Ulster could be overawed. They were 
wrong, just as they ~ have 
wrong in all their calculations 
throughout this long controversy. 

The impression, instant and deep 
and ineffaceable, which first emerges 
from these disclosures of monumen- 
tal folly is that the Ministry have 
lost all clear and efficient grasp of 
national affairs. The belief dn 
their decline is not only widespread, 
but extends toall shades of political 
thought. There has been much 
talk of mutiny. Last week we saw 
only one mutiny, and that was the 
mutiny of the Miristry’s own sup- 
porters, whose wild wrath at their 
muddling ineptitude they have ever 
since been vainly trying to appease. 
Every Minister after long years of 
office grows careless, reckless, lax 
and sometimes incompetent. Minis- 
ters become harassed and overstrung, 
and their judgment gets warped by 
the strain of incessant nervous ten- 
sion. They cannot, however, oscape 
arraignment on that account, 
they must pay the penalty. In such 
matters the public: judgment cares 
little about psychology, and is bound 
to be stern and inexorable. There 
can be only one fate for Ministers 
who for the time being have outlived 
their usefulness.

ABOUT FREE WHEAT — 
SHALL WE HAVE IT ? 


Would Prices be Affected—Figures 
Favor Winnipeg if Anything Dur 
Ing the Past Three Years 


The advent into the political arena 
ofo the cry for free food has afforded 
the Grain Growers an opportunity to 
renew their demand fr free wheat and 
to enllst In their behalf the force of 
a movement which tends in the same 
direction, though based on entirely 
different principles and seeking an 
entirely different result. The free 
foodists are working for the easier 
entry of fooa into the country, while 
the Grain Growers are aiming at its 
freer exit; thus one has the consumer 
in mind, while the other is solely 
In the Interests of the producer. The 
agitation for the removal of wheat 
duties is, therefore, one that blows 
hot and cold from/the same month. 

Those who favor free wheat main- 
tain that the chief advantage will 
come from tie Western Grain Grower 
obtaining a higher price in Minne- 
apolis. The range of prices during 
the past two years has weakened this 
argument somewhat, and it 1s doubt- 
ful how great an advantage the Grain 
Grower would get from increassd 
prices. The fact of the matter {s that 
with the exception of xbout two months 
in the fall of 1913, the Minneapolis 
price has been lower than the Winni- 
peg price during the past two years 
by from one to as much as ten cents 
per bushel. Even allowing for the 
alleged differences in grading, where- 
by Canadian and American wheat 
equal nominally in grade, differs in 
quality owing to the higher grading 
of the Canadian article, there would 
seem to be little {f any advantage in 
selling in the gouthern market. The 
spread to-day on May wheat is more 
than two cents In favor of the Winn!- 
peg market. Just how the Canadian 
farmer will gain by selling in tho 
Minneapolis market under such con- 
ditions Is hard to see,

WHEAT GULTIVATION 


IN ARGENTINE REPUBLIC) Miss Hutton, 


Production bea: Per Acre Than In 
Canada—Farming Conditions in 
South America 


\ — \ 

“The Grain Growers’ Guide,” in a 
recent issue, had a very interesting 
fescription of the Argentine Republic 
and the agricultural conditions that 
prevail there. In populatian Argentina 
Is nearly equal to Canada, having 
7,171,190 people on December 81st, 
1911, whereas Canada, on June Ist of 
the same year, had 7,506,643. Argen- 
tina is, however, outstripping Canada 
in immigration at present. That coun- 
try received 547,U00 in 1912 as com- 
pared with 395,000 who came to Can- 
ada. Our total commerce is over 
$200,000,000 greater than that of Ar- 
gentina, although Argentina exported 
nearly $84,000,000 more -products than 
Argentina, 

While we frequently hear about the 
hardships of the farmer in Western 
Canada, and are told of the exactions 
of the big interests through the sys- 
tem of pro*ection, high freight rates, 
excessive interest charges, ote., it Is 
doubtful if there is any Western grain 
grower who would be willing to change 
his homesteid for a farm in free trade 
Argentina, where, according to the 
“Grain Growers’ Guide,” there are 
special difficulties to overcome in the 
race for agricultural supremacy. Chief 
of these {is the low general intelligence 
of the people. In 1911, more than 
one-half of the population over six 
years of age were illiterate. — Argen- 
tines, that is natives, constitute three- 
filfths of the population, chiefly of 
Spanish extraction, the national lan- 
guage also being Spanish. Of the two 
and a quarter million foreigners Hving 
In Argentina, about one-half are 
Italians, .one-third Spaniards, with 
French, Russian and Servians next in 
order, and only 40,000 Anglo-Saxons. 
Only a third of the farmers own the 
land they cultivate and most of the 
grain growers are dependent upon 
family labor. Nearly all the farmers 
begin their career by renting land on 
shares, sharing the crop with the 
owner of the land. With little ex. 
perience and iess money, their lot is 
a hard one. The farmer and his famlly 
do all the work, while the land owner 
sells the crop. During the seeding 
and harvesting seasons the whole 
famtly work in the fields from daylight 
to dark. This condition fs little better 
than serfdom and naturally the far. 
mer’s whole effort is to better his 
condition. With thousands of wheat 
growers the be-all and ezd-all of life 
{is to get enough money to return to 
Italy (the native country of most of 
them) and buy a little farm or busi- 
ness of their own. The average hold- 
{ng of the small farmer {s 247 acres 
and even those who own or rent larger 
farms are not much better off because 
they do not xnow how to till it pro- 
perly.

Apart from their own plant, and that 
referred to in the extract above, thera 
are no factories in Canada manufac- 
turing binder twine to-day. The Brant- 
ford Cordage Company manufacture 
cordage also as does the firm in Wel- 
land, and the effect of free trade on 
the binder twine industry is manifest 
when it is realized that there is not 
a single factery in Canada manufac- 
turing bindcr twine exclusively that 
has heen able to stay in the ring. 
The industry is a history of failures 
during the past few years, and when 
all is said and done how much has 
the Canadian farmer gained by the 
sacrifice of the investors and work- 
men in Canadian binder twine fac- 
tories. If anything the prices have 
increased materially during the past 
ten years when Canada’s binder twine 
industry was being forced to the wall.

Awful Sealing Disaster 


Following the awful loss of life 
to the crew of the Newfoundland 
sealing steamer, when about seventy 
of her -crew lost their lives or were 
maimed or frozen, comes the news 
that the steamer Southern Cross, 
a splendid vessel, carrying 170 men, 
has been given up ‘for lost, and as

she was loaded with seal — skins, 
there is net a shadow of doubt 
among old sailors but that she 


went down with all hands the first 
still blow that came along, as such 
a load is as unstable as water and 
would shift with every big wave. 

Later, the steamer Kite, the smal- 
lest vessel in the fleet, carrying 65 
nen, is missing, and no doubt she 
has met the fate of the Southern 
Cross.
